R o b e r t Watt, an A m e r ic a n F e d ­ 
eration of L a b o r re pr e se n tativ e on 
the W a r L ab o r B o a rd since its c r e a ­ 
tion two y e a r s ago, and before tha t 
a m e m b e r of its pre dec essor , the 
Natio nal Defense Med iation Board, 
r e t u r n e d r e c e n t l y f r o m L o n d o n 
w here he atte nd ed a m ee tin g of the 
International L ab o r Organization, of 
which he is the A m e r ic an w or ke r

m e m b e r . Upon his return, Mr. Watt 
sta ted that g o v e r n m e n t handling of 
labor disputes in the United States 
w ere in ‘‘utter confusion.”
